Here Comes the 
Singles Again 

Business picked up solidly in most areas of the country 
last week with particular emphasis, dealers said, on single 
records. 

The pickup was sparked by a number of hot records. 
Among the new ones, the Ray Charles record of "You Are 
My Sunshine" and "Walkin' the Floor Over You" stood out. 
Initial orders before release came to 300,000, and the disk was 
already getting reorders. New releases by the Bobby Sox and 
the Blue Jeans on Philles, the Majors on Imperial, Marty 
Robbins on Columbia, Chuck Jackson on Wand, Jerry Wallace 
on Challenge, (he Belmonts on Sabina, Etta James on Argo, 
Paul Peterson on Colpix, the Kingston Trio on Capitol, Dave 
Cortez on Emit, George Maharis on Epic, Dinah Washington 
on Mercury and Bobby Curtola on Del-Fi were all selling 
well. 

Among the older singles, the Four Seasons' smash, "Big 
Girls Don't Cry," leaped to the No. 1 slot on BMW's Hot 100 
chart, giving the boys their second No. I seller in a row. 
Elvis Presley's "Return to Sender" looked like his biggest for 
1962. Neil Sedaka's "Next Door to an Angel" had turned into 
a smash. And Marcie Blaine's "Bobby's Girl" and the Orlons' 
"Don't Hang Up" were selling strongly over the counters. Dee 
Deep Sharp had a big one with "Ride!" and a left-field disking 
called "The Lonely Bull" by the Tijuana Brass was turning 
into a sock seller. 

On the album level the Allan Sherman record of "My Son, 
the Folk Singer" had turned into a nationwide hit. The original- 
cast albums of "Oliver" and "Stop the World I Want to Get 
Off were biggies too, as were the Philadelphia Orchestra's 
Christmas record "The Glorious Sound of Christmas." The bossa 
nova continued to gain strength as the Stan Getz-Charlie Byrd 
record of "Jazz Samba" broke open in all major markets, while 
new bossa nova albums by Quincy Jones and Gene Ammons 
also started to take off. Sergio Franchi's first record on RCA 
Victor was getting good action, as was the original-cast album 
of "Mr. President." Mitch Miller had a big one with "Family 
Sing Along," and Frank Sinatra's new album "All Alone" was 
turning into a strong one for the chairman of the board. 
Another left-field effort called "The Seventh City," with Danny 
Cox on the Seventh City label, had broken loose in Cincinnati, 
while the "Gold Coast Singers" on Pacific Jazz were getting 
some action in Los Angeles. 

New Korveite Shops Stir Up Balio 

BALTIMORE— E. J. Korvette moved into the Baltimore 
metropolitan area last week when the firm opened two stores 
on the outer perimeter of the city. Opening week disk sales 
caused a flurry in the local trade and at week's end a number 
of stores had set up shopper teams to scout the Korvette layouts 
each morning. 

The stores opened Thursday (1) with advertised specials of 
46 cents on singles and the Allan Sherman's "My Son. the 
Folk Singer" album going at $1.59. After opening day, singles 
went up to 69 cents but a pre-election and Election Day special 
Monday and Tuesday (5 and 6) saw the prices dip down to 
52 cents. 

Meanwhile, it was reported that New Deal, the New 'York 
one-stop which serves many Korvette stores with singles, had 
opened an office here to service the two new Baltimore outlets. 
This office, it was assumed in local circles, would also serve 
forthcoming Korvette outlets in the Washington and suburban 
Northern Virginia area as well. 

Though some dealers were griping about the Korvette 
invasion, the bigger stores set up the shopper teams who phone 
in the latest price developments from on-the-spot points in 
Korvetle's. One large department store, Hochschild's, was under- 
stood to be setting up special racks offering each day's Korvette 
specials at comparable prices. Such measures were necessary, 
according to local Iradesters, even though the Korvette stores 
were on the outer fringes, because of a newly opened belt 
parkway system around the city, making the new stores acces- 
sible within 20 minutes from any point in the city. 

Meanwhile, Mark Valentino's "Push and Kick" single has 
produced the hottest new dance trend in the city. It's being 
done actively on the Buddy Deane WJZ-TV show. On the bossa 
nova front, Colpix Records is sending its newly signed thrush, 
Vi Velasco, here Friday (23) to do an on-the-air demonstration

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SORD Head Hits Firms 
For School Undercutting 



CHICAGO— Society of Record 
Dealers (SORD) President V. H. 
(Andy) Andersen took a fresh blast 
at three major record manufac- 
turers last week for what he termed 
discriminatory sales practices in 
supplying schools and libraries. 

Andersen charged RCA Victor, 
Columbia and Capitol with "mak- 
ing further efforts to bypass deal- 
ers by supplying schools and 
libraries at prices equal to or below 
those offered to dealers." 

Andersen cited a Columbia 
brochure which he said offered reg- 
ular catalog items from the firm's 
educational department at or below 
prices he and other dealers had to 
pay. 

He said RCA Victor is supplying 
items directly to school boards and 
was charging 60 cents on items for 
which dealers had to pay 71 cents. 

He said Capitol was advertising 
in national publications a pre-pack- 
aged set of classics made up of 10 
LPs selling for $19.85 stereo, 
S17.85 monaural. Andersen said 
that according to the ad, the items 
were not even available to dealers. 
He noted regular dealer cost (if 
available) would be $37.00 stereo 
and $30.90 monaural. 

The SORD president charged 
that these offers were coining at a 
time when "spokesmen for these 
companies were encouraging deal- 
ers to sell to schools." 

Taking a further slap at Capitol, 
Andersen said he took exception 
to the language of the ad and indi- 
cated the low price v/as only pos- 
sible because of "direct selling 
methods used by our suppliers who 
continue to also be our competitors. 

Andersen said the association is 
preparing a code of fair trade prac- 
tices for consideration by its mem- 
bers and other interested groups. 

Andersen said SORD will submit 
its proposed code to RIAA and 



ARMADA for suggestions. He chising which Andersen said would 



said he felt the code must repre 
sent a joint effort between SORD, 
RIAA and ARMADA if it is to be 
an effective yardstick for the in- 
dustry. 

SORD has already been in touch 
with ARMADA and was offered 
full cooperation, he noted. Repre- 
sentatives from RIAA would also 
be contacted, said Andersen. 

One ot the big things to be 
sought by SORD in its code is a 
provision for national dealer fran- 



be legal if it represented a bi-later 
al agreement between dealers and 
manufacturers. 

In effect, dealers would have to 
agree to provide certain services in 
return for exclusive franchising 
guarantees. 

These could include such things 
as stocking a certain percentage 
of catalog, providing service on 
hard-to-f;et items and taking an 
automatic number of all new re- 
leases. 



Hard Rock Shoves WYNR 
Into Chi Ratings Picture

CHICAGO— It's no longer a 
matter of conjecture. Pulse figures 
released last week showed that 
two-month-old WYNR with its 
hard-rock policy has definitely 
made a mark on the Windy City. 

Its strongest ratings come in the 
6-12 evening hours when WYNR 
comes up with an 8-point rating 
to tie for fifth place m the city. 
WLS, with its powerhouse Dick 
Biondi, leads with a 29 rating, 
WGN and WCFL tie for second 
with 12 and WIND is third with 
11. 

In the afternoon 12-6 slot, 
WYNR comes up with a 6-point 
rating to tie for sixth place. WLS 
again leads with 22, WIND is 
second with 14 and WGN third 
with 12. In the morning hours (6- 
noon) WYNR has a 4-point rating 
for eight place. WIND is top dog 
with 21 (a tribute to Howard Mill- 
er), WGN second with 16, WLS 
third with 15. 



Vet Distrib Quits 
To Become Racket 



BOSTON— Cecil Steen has sold 
his recording distributing firm. Rec- 
ords, Inc., of this city to concen- 
trate on his rack jobbing company, 
Recordwagon, Inc., here. Steen, a 
veteran record distrib, sold his dis- 
tributorship to Dick Codlewski and 
Frank Kelly, of Eastern, Associated 
and Allied Distributors of Hart- 
ford, Conn., for an undisclosed 
sum. 

Steen said that the reason he 
was selling his distributorship was 
because he felt his rack jobbing 
firm, now located in Woburn, 
Mass., could do five times the vol- 
ume of his record distributorship. 
He felt that he would have a con- 
flict of interest if he remained in 
both ends of the record wholesale 
business. 

The Boston-based Sleen has 
been active in the distribution busi- 
ness for many years. He made his 
first entry into rack jobbing a few 
years ago when he bought the 
Modern Records rack jobbing firm 
of Boston. Since then he has been 
handling both the rack outfit and 
his distributorship. He is a member 
of the board of directors of NARM 
(National Association of Rack Mer- 
chandisers). 



Steen's new rack firm, Record- 
wagon, is located in a 22,000 
square foot warehouse in Woburn, 
and has, in addition to modern

25 Years in the Business, Nat Cole 
Finds There's No Rest for Talent

NEW YORK — "I guess some people would sit 
back and rest on their laurels after having a suc- 
cessful career. Not me. I want to keep building. If 
you don't give yourself plenty to do, you go stale." 

This is the philosophy of Nat King Cole, who 
this year is celebrating a quarter century in the 
entertainment arena and 20 years with the same 
record company. 

"A lot of artists will tell you that the hit record 
is just a way of getting off the ground. After 
they've made it on records and grow up a little, 
they move into night clubs and they begin to forget 
records. They're %vrong," Cole said. "I don't care 
what they tell you, every artist cares about a hit 
record. And I do too. 

"But I don't press too hard. Sometimes the more 
you want a bit, the harder it is to get one. I 
look for a good song. Jackie Gale, who runs my 



publishing firms, brought 'Ramblin' Rose' to the 
Coast. I'll admit I wasn't too excited about it. 1 
could have blown it. But we cut it and you know 
the rest. Joe and Noel Sherman wrote a good song 
and a good song always has a chance. 

No Trend 

"1 don't think there's a trend, though some 
people think they see one with Tony Bennett and 
Sammy Davis and me all getting hits together this 
year. "What Kind of Fool' and 'San Francisco' are 
good songs. And they sell sheet music too, which is 
good for the business. With 'Ramblin' Rose' we 
were sure enough of the tune to send out 75,000 
unreturnable sheet copies." 

Cole is easily one of the top contenders for the 
"longest at one label" title. Capitol has had his 
services since it came into being in the AFM 
strike-torn. World War II year of 1942. Actually, 
he's been making records since early in 1938.

ladder. More and more major mar-!

ing on. 

By far the biggest seller in the 
current bossa nova deluge is "Jazz 
Samba" by Stan Getz and Charlie 
Byrd on Verve. Every store report- 
ing any bossa nova sales named 
that package as the hottest item. 
This is reflected in the current high 
position of the LP. on this week's 
Top LP chart: No. 5 on mono and 
No. 7 on stereo. 

In all. 15 markets reported sub- 
stantial bossa nova sales, with the 
strongest cities being Chicago, Los 
Angeles. Washington, Cincinnati 
and Philadelphia. A number of 
these markets reported that other 
albums besides the "Jazz Samba" 
package were beginning to move. 
The Zoot Sims package on Colpix 
seems to be selling well, but a new 
entr>', "Bad Bossa Nova" by Gene 
Ammons on Prestige, has cracked 
through impressively. The Ammons 
set has been mentioned as the hot- 
test new LP in a number of stores 
in Chicago, Washington and Cin- 
cinnati. Avon Music in the last- 
named city reported three albums 
containing bossa nova material 
among its top five LP's: "Jazz 
Samba." the Ammons package and 
"Jazz on the Riviera," by Diz Gil- 
lespie which contains a number of 
bossa tracks. The Burien record 
outlet in Seattle named the Getz 



package among its top album sell- 
ers, but also said that all bossa 
nova packages were moving well. 

Ill Ammons, who has always 
been a strong and steady seller, 
the bossa nova supporters in the 
trade believe they may have a big 
album that will break the new 
rhythm in jazz-oriented, r.&b.

RICHTER DISK RHUBARB 
SETTLEMENT IN WORKS 



NEW YORK — An official set- 
tlement is in the works in the law- 
suit between Hurok Concerts and 
Carnegie Hall Corporation versus 
Artia Recording Corporation, MJP 
Enterprises, Joseph Frankel and 
Howard Singer (with CBS and 
Columbia Records joined as co- 
defendants), concerning the Sviato- 
slav Richter Carnegie Hall records. 

Suit was initiated originally by 
Hurok Concerts-Carnegie Hall to 
restrain the defendants from sell- 
ing, advertising, manufacturing or 
utilizing in any way the Richter 
records recorded at the famed hall. 

Columbia has already issued 
some of the Richter Carnegie Hall 
disks and is going ahead with its 
plans to issue others from the Rus- 
sian pianist's concerts at Carnegie 
last October. The records were ob- 
tained from Artia Recording Cor- 
poration - MJP Enterprises, who 
managed to obtain the tapes from 
the "unknown" persons who re- 
corded the pianist at these concerts. 

There was a hassle over the 
Richter Carnegie tapes when Co- 
lumbia started to negotiate for them 
last winter. Hurok and the Russian 
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Ministry of Culture had worked out 
a deal with RCA Victor to have 
Richter exclusively and both were 
rather upset when they learned 
Columbia was negotiating for the 
tapes. The Carnegie Hall Corpora- 
tion claimed the recordings were 
made without its knowledge, and 
that no one could use the name 
Carnegie Hall on an album without 
its permission. 

However, the disagreement was 
ironed out not long ago through 
conferences between representa- 
tives of the Hurok office, Carnegie 
Hall management, the Artia-MJP 
people and a clutch of Russian 
government officials. 

Reports are that everything will 
be officially signed within a fort- 
night, and that Columbia will be 
able to issue its next Richter con- 
cert packages without a hitch. 

Merco Would Go 
Public & Expand 
Disk Departments 

WASHINGTON— Merco Enter- 
prises. Inc., may expand its leased 
record departments in discount cen- 
ters, if a public sale of its stock is 
approved by the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission. The Long 
Island, N. Y., firm sells phonograph 
records and provides merchandising 
services for 83 retail record de- 
partments in the U. S,, including 
five leased record departments oper- 
ated by the company's wholly 
owned subsidiaries in retail dis- 
count centers in the New York 
metropolitan area. 

Merco has filed a statement with 
the SEC seeking registration of 
104,000 shares of common stock 
at a maximum of $5.50 per share, 
final price and underwriting terms 
to be supplied by amendment. Of- 
fered for public sale will be 33,000 
shares owned by the company and 
71,000 shares of outstanding stock 
by the holders thereof. J. R. Willis- 
ton & Beane of New York City 
heads the list of underwriters.

Top Pops Get Shuffle in S. F. 

SAN FRANCISCO— Cut-backs in the best-seUIng records 
playlist of two major radio stations here — KYA and K.EWB — 
have caused some concern among San Francisco distributor and 
dealers. 

The two stations, which have high ratings for their pop 
formats, have launched policies of mixing oldies-but-goodics 
and other standards in with their off-the-charts fare. KEWB, in 
fact, has a "Flashback" running feature in which every other 
record in deejay stanzas is an oldie. 

Said one San Francisco distributor: "It's an interesting 
technique, but it's not stirring any action for the record industry 
in singles. A lot of what's being played as 'oldies' exists now 
only in private collections." 

General business levels in San Francisco, however, were 
reported as "at least as good as last year" or showing some 
strength." Distributors reported sizable Christmas season orders 
from all classes of record retailers for a wide variety of 
merchandise. 

Several hot new singles were reportedly breakmg in the 
Bay area, some of which are doing better locally than they are 
on the full national scene. These included a side by the Majors 
on Imperial called "She's a Troublemaker." Originally, the flip 
side, "A Little Bit Now," was receiving the push, but 'Trouble- 
maker" made the grade on its own when deejays began spinning 
it. Also active: "Comin" Home Baby," with Mel Torme on Atlan- 
tic; "Don't Make Me Over," with Dionne Warwick on Sceptre; 
Timi Vuro's "Love of a Boy" on Liberty, artd Ketty Lester's 
"Your Land Is My Land" on Era. 

San Franciscans, who are noted for having strong preference 
for local or California products as against imported items, reveal 
this trait clearly in the record area. The sales manager of a 
leading one-stop firm in San Francisco told BMW that his 
No. 2 selling single was "The Lonely Bull" by the Tijuana 
Brass on A&M, a Los Angeles label. 



OH, 49627, LET'S MAKE 
NICE MUSIC TOGETHER 

NEW YORK — Dccca Records introduces two new artists 
m its "Music From Mathematics" LP this week when the IBM 
7090 computer and the Digital to Sound Transducer make 
their disk debuts. The electronic duo are the stars of the new 
Decca album and the results of their rapid and unerring calcula- 
tions make the music heard on the disk. 

The process of composing music for the computor is de- 
scribed by the label as "outlining musical sounds by ascribing 
to them mathematical sequences of numbers. The numerical 
descriptions are the equivalent of particular sounds." These 
numerical sequences are punched up on IBM cards and, upon 
instructions from the composer, the cards are fed into the 
machine which transfers them to magnetic impressions. These, 
in turn, are transferred into sounds which are amplified and 
recorded on to the usual tape recording console. 

Decca notes that the composer is still the controlling factor 
and, in so many words, without the man, the machines can't 
go. So far this kind of music has been produced instrumentally, 
but It IS also known that the Bell Laboratories have produced a 
smgmg voice through electronic manipulation. It shouldn't be 
too long before card-feeding composers create tomorrow's 
Bingmg idol. 



Tone of Country Must

Busy as Bee, 
Paul Tdubman 
Conceives Ork 



NEW YORK — Paul Taubman, 
in the midst of his conducting, 
composing, and charitable activi- 
ties, is forming a new orchestra 
ensemble. It is to be called the 
Toscanini Strings. The new organ- 
ization, composed of a minimum 
of 24 men, will record for either 
Columbia or Epic. Taubman has 
been under exclusive contract to 
Columbia for many years, with his 
album, "Paul Taubman's. Big Brass 
Band," issued on Epic a few weeks 
ago. 

The Toscanini Strings is so 
named because personnel is made 
up exclusively of men who played 
under the late maestro with the 
NBC Symphony. According to 
Taubman, the ensemble will per- 
form all types of music, from 
classical to contemporary com. 
posers such as Richard Rodgers 
and Irving Berlin. 

Taubman, who in his spare 
time runs the Penthouse Restau- 
rant in New York, has been busy 
over the past six months as a 
conductor and composer. He has 
been guest conductor with the 
Miami Symphony, with the Sym- 
phony of the Air, the orchestra at 
the Stony Brook (Long Island) 
Music Festival, and he has led 
his brass band this past summer 
in concerts at various parts of New 
York City. He has handled the 
musical conducting chores on a 
number of TV shows this year, 
and he composed the music for a 
film short, "The Painting," now 
playing in theaters. 

Taubman signed with the UTM- 
IMA management agency for rep- 
resentation last week. 
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Young, Bilk's arranger, who will 
be launched by the Atlantic-Atco 
axis as an artist in his own right. 
Young for a long while arranged 
for Mantovani, and scored any 
number of hits for that leader. 

Preston, who is also producing 
the Young records, reported that 
he might have other artists and 
product for the American market 
in the near future, and then went 
on to tell what he thinks about the 
world music market. 

It is his feeling that each coun- 
try must be considered individually 
when plans are made for the 
launching of an artist. The tempera- 
ment, past performance and mood 
of the population in each market 
must be the governing quality. 

Preston said that no new trad 
jazz Bilk material would be avail- 
able in the United States for some 
time. He believes that Bilk is still 
building as an artist here and that 
the American people have ac- 
cepted him in a string showcase 
for the time being. Preston does 
not want to change the image they 
have of the artist. In England, 
however. Bilk is recognized, and 
has had many hits in the small 
band, trad jazz format as well as 
the string motif. 

Further stressing the importance 
of special material for each world 
market, Preston explained that 
when introducing Bilk to Germany, 
he and Bilk picked material with a 
lilting, martial cadence. In Holland 
and Italy, folk material familiar to 
those countries was especially re- 
corded. 

It must be said, however, that 
to date, the Bilk with strings for- 
mat has the widest over-all accept- 
ance, for "Stranger on the Shore" 
has scored impressively the world 
over, selling more than two million 
on a global basis.

New York night spot. Basin Street East, last week (1), with a 
whole new act and a new band— with strings — led by her new 
arranger-conductor, Benny Carter. In honor of the occasion 
Basin Street East chief Ralph Watkins had the old bandstand 
torn down and a new one built, the belter to display the thrush 
and the ork. And once again Peggy scores a personal triumph as 
she has every time she has appeared at the East Side boite. 

New act, old act, Peggy is as wonderful as ever. She can 
tiun a phrase on a rhythm tune or a ballad that is distinctly 
her own and is distinctly deti^tful. She can move from a mood 
of sorrow to a mood of swinging happiness within one song and 
carry the audience along with her from mood to mood. She 
knows how to use her hands, ber body and her eyes, as well as 
ber voice, and there are few singers about today who can 
compare with ber. And she does it all while showing off that 
beguiling smile that makes her a joy to watch, 

Peggy ran through close to a score of songs without re- 
peating any of the oldies that have long Identified her. She set 
the serious tone with "Close Your Eyes, "Baubles, Bangles and 
Beads," "Funny Man" (a real production number), "What Kind 
of Foo\ Am 17," "You're Mine, You" and "Strawberries and 
Wine " And she showed her uptempo work with swingers liks 
"Nice and Easy," "Life's for Living," "Gonna Build a Moun- 
tain," and two great driving blues, "I'm a Woman" and "You've 
Gotta See Mama Ever>' Night, or You Can't See Mama at All." 
The Carter crew jumped with them all. 

And after she had the audience in the palm of her hand, 
she came back to sing some of her oldies, including "You Gotta 
Have Heart," "Get Out of Here and Get Me Some Money, Too" 
and "I'm Gonna Go Fishin'." Peggy's new collection of songs 
are a bit quieter than her oldies, and the strings with the orches- 
tra add a touch of moodiness to her ballads. But it wouldn't 
matter if Peggy didn't have the strings. She sets her own mood, 
and her month-long engagement at Watkin's club should again 
see her fans standing in line nightly.

A Big, Really Big Rodgers Salute 

The Ed Sullivan TV stanza Sunday (4) was a big, bright, 
bountiful salute to composer Richard Rodgers. A long list of 
topflight disk and music names took part in the celebration 
singing a myriad of Rodgers hits written over the past four 
decades. The show was done live before cameras and audiencs 
at Carnegie Hall. 

The star-studded cast took part in a potent presentation 
of material drawn from the wealth of material written by the 
composer as collaborator with Larry Hart and Oscar Hammer- 
stein U. In addition, Sullivan talked with Alan Jay Lemer, 
Rodgers' latest partner in the forthcoming show "Pick a Daisy." 
Arthur Fiedler directed the orchestra, except for the finale, 
"You'll Never Walk Alone," which the composer conducted 
himself. The chorus was under the staff direction of Robert 
De Cormier. Sullivan also read congratulatory telegrams from 
statesmen and celebrities. 

Among the top record acts appearing were Peggy -tM, 
Peter Nero, Steve Lawrence, Roberta Peters, Cesari Siepi, 
Diahann Carroll, Gordon MacRae and Nancy Desault. Tunes 
all were drawn from the Rodgers shows, and Miss Carroll sang 
two tunes from "No Strings," Rodgers' current show, for which 
he wrote both words and music for the first time. 

Only criticism viewers found in this ambitious and tuneful 
salute was spotty sound reproduction from the Carnegie stage.

Otto Klemperer on a Bad Night 

Otto Klemperer made his first appearance as guest con- 
ductor of the Philadelphia Orchestra at Philharmonic Hall in 
New York last week (6). A fortnight previously he had con- 
ducted the Philadelphians in a widely acclaimed concert at 
Carnegie Hall as part of his first appearance as a conductor in 
the U. S. in more than 10 years. 

In spite of the eager anticipation with which Philadelphia 
Orchestra subscribers had looked forward to Klemperer's first 
Philharmonic showcase, the concert was a disappointment- Much 
of this was due to the slow, languid tempos at which Klemperer 
batoned Beethoven's "Egmont Overture" atid Brahms' Third 
Symphony. The latter appeared to fall apart after a forthright 
opening. Most surprising of all, the Philadelphians sounded 
unsure of themselves, and there were occasions when sections 
were off on their attacks or their endings. 

Most impressive job on the part of Klemperer and the Or- 
chestra was the performance of Schumann's Fourth Symphony. 
The spirited work was conducted vigorously and the Philadel- 
phians responded with spirit and the warm sound that has 
usually marked the orchestra. It is hoped that Klemperer's next 
appearance at the new hall with the Philadelphians will live up 
to the high standard most of us expect from him.

Earlier, the Rev. Martin 
Luther King was heard on another label in a series of 
sermons on the general matter of integration. This one, 
based on a living case history, is more specific, as Negro 
members of the Albany non-violent, opposition movement 
tell their stories of trouble and travail. The halting speeches 
are interspersed with the street chants and songs of free- 
dom of the demonstrators. A fascinating recording, pro- 
duced by Alan Lomax and Guy Carawan. 

Rhythm & Blues — 

BLUES BEFORE SUNRISE 

Leroy Carr. Columbia CL 1799 — Leroy Carr, one of the 
top blues singers of the 1920's and 1930's (he died in 
1935) may be discovered again by vulue of this fine collec- 
tion of his recordings from that period. Carr sings and 
plays piano on many of the records, and he is accompanied 
on most by guitarist Scrapper Blackwell, and on four of 
the sides by Josh White on guitar. The songs include 
"Mean Mistreater Mama," "It's Too Short, "Hustler 
Blues" and Midnight Hour Blues." A fine historical re- 
cording of a great urban blues singer.

WEST BERLIN — A Berlin 
court has ruled that Grundig, 
world's largest producer of tape 
recorders, henceforth must require 
identification from all purchasers 
of its recorders in Germany.

Grundig is 
also directed in the court decision 
to warn each tape recorder pur- 
chaser that taping of copyrighted 
music is prohibited without au- 
thorization from GEMA. 

GEMA's suit against Grundig 
has the aim of establishing a legal 
precedent for the general listing of 
all purchasers of tape recorders by

AcrosS'the-Sea 
Disk Deals Ready

Internationalism in disks took 
two new turns this week. Ameri- 
can publisher George Wiener of 
Wemar Music, London-based on a 
five-week European visit, met, re- 
corded and signed the young, hith- 
erto unknown British singer Tony 
Corton. Wiener will sell the mas- 
ter in the U. S. and launch it there 
before attempting a British sale. 
.Corton was introduced to him by 
two new British songwriters, Tony 
Richardson and Dave Wilkinson. 
Corton recorded me of their com- 
positions, "Tell the World." 

In the reverse direction, EMI has 
signed Dick Kallman, an American 
singer with Hollywood, Broadway 
and legit touring experience. He 
made a record at the RCA Italian 
studios in Rome last summer. Bill 
Philips of Keith - Prowse - Peter 
Maurice Music played it over to 
EMI producer Norman Newell, 
who brought him over November 5 
to record here. The Rome disk 
Speak Softly" has been issued on 
HMV During his stay Kallman 
will also be in a new film, "It's All 
Happening." Ne.M vcar he will 
probably take the lead in the U. S. 
touring version of "How to Succeed 
in Business," in which EMI has a 
link via its forthcoming presenta- 
tion of the London version. 

The film will showcase a lot of 
British recording talent, most of 
them EMI contract artists. They 
include Danny Williams and 



all domestic producers, this infor- 
mation to be turned over to 
GEMA. Thus armed, GEMA pro- 
poses to collect taping royalties 
from all recorder owners. 

The German copyright society 
has been patiently laying the 
groundwork for its tape recorder 
royalty collection campaign. Sev- 
eral years ago it obtained a ruling 
from the Berlin courts that the 
mere ownership of a recorder is 
prima facie evidence of "intent to 
tape music." 

The court ruled at that time that 
whether the recorder owner actual- 
ly tapes music or not is immaterial. 
He is in the same legal category as 
the purchaser of a bottle of liquor, 
who may never consume the liquor 
but is still obliged to pay the tax. 

The Berlin court ruled in this 
connection that a "reasonable" 
taping fee would be 10 marks or 
$2.50 annually. GEMA was left 
by this ruling with what amounted 
to a hunting license, Grundig and 
the other tape recorder producers 
refusing to co-operate in collection 
of royalties. 

Now the latest Berlin court rul- 
ing, which Grundig is appealing to 
the West German Supreme Court, 
puts GEMA in a position to dun 
tape recorder purchasers for the 
$2.50 annual royalty. The court 
ruled that tape recorder purchasers 
may be required to identify them- 
selves with passports or other of- 
ficial identity documents in the 
same way they do when buying on 
the installment plan or buying a 
gun.

SAN FRANCISCO— Bossa nova 
nay be a bonanza for a small 
group of artists and labels, but 
it's no boon to the TV deejay 
because "it confuses the kids, most 
of whom try to dance it with a 
sort of modified twist." 

So says Dick Stewart, whose 
afternoon video deejay stint on 
San Francisco's KPIX (plus a 
Saturday show) grabs off a 50 per 
cent audience share and a rating 
that's twice as high as ABC-TV's 
"American Bandstand" with which 
it competes.

Religion and Jazz 
Get Together on 
New York Air Show 

NEW YORK — Religious pro- 
gramming needn't be stuffy; in 
fact, a religious-music show can 
actually be a show built around 
new jazz recordings. 

This unusual premise is behind 
a new radio series scheduled for 
WINS, New York, and titled "Two 
Worlds of Jazz." If the series 
clicks, Westinghouse Bradcasting 
Company, which owns WINS, 
may syndicate it to other stations. 
Tentative time slot: Sundays, II- 
12 pjn. 

Format of the new show calls 
for Nat Hentoff, long-time jazz 
critic, to function as host. There 
is a permanent two-man panel 
whose members will discuss new 
jazz releases with Hentoff and wiU 
aid in interviewing jazz artists 
guesting on the show. 

The panelists are known in both 
religious and music circles. They 
•re Father Norman J. O'Connor, 
director of radio-TV film activities 
of Paullst Communications and a 
former chaplain of Boston Uni- 
(Conl'murd on page 38) 



deejays," Stewart told BMW, "but 
it's one of the few musical trends 
that didn't spring from a particu- 
lar dance step. We had Stan Getz 
as a guest on the show recently. 
The audience loved him — but had 
trouble figuring out how to dance 
to his stuff." 

Stewart, who picks his own 
records (about a dozen daily), isn't 
the least enthusiastic at the idea of 
"automated" deejay programming 
in which record selection is left to 
computers. 

"I'd rather pick records that are 
wrong, and have fun with them, 
than be right to the point of 
dullness," he said. 

Stewart admits that some ele- 
ments of the record industry itself, 
on the other hand, often produce 
"a sort of automated sound" with 
the use of basic rhythm tracks 
over which are dubbed a new in- 
strumentalist, a chorus and a 
vocalist performing a look-alike 
lyric. "But," he cautions, "who's 
going to pick among the records 
if this trend gets out of the current 
groove?" 

One of Stewart's aims on the 
45-minutes-daily TV segment is 
"to bring the kids a more exciting, 
literate style of recorded music." 

To this end, Stewart slips in an 
occasional big-band single batoned 
by Glen Gray, Lionel Hampton, 
Ray Anthony, or Henry Mancini, 
or from the Miller-Shaw-Dorsey 
era. 

"Some of the kids who come to 
dance on the show," says Stewart, 
"have never really heard arrange- 
ments where there's a whole brass 
section, rather than a single trum- 
pet, or a whole reed section, instead 
of a single tenor." 

Nostalgia isn't the keynote of 
Stewart's show. Often, he's look- 
ing for something new. "One of 
our pet tricks," he says, "is to flip 
records, like those of Steve Law- 
rence or Bobby Vinton, and stay 
on the slow side for awhile. Next 
thing you know, everybody in 
town's playing both sides." 



V/S/rS H'WOOD,

Eroadcasters Say 
Cutbacks in FM 
Will Hurt Medium 



WASHINGTON — Cutbacks in 
power or antenna heights for exist- 
ing FM stations could do the serv- 
ice "irreparable damage," broad- 
casters have told the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. The Na- 
tional Association of Broadcasters 
also strongly oposed strait-jacket- 
ing the growing FM industry by im- 
posing on it an arbitrary table of as- 
signments. 

In its proposed revision of the 
FM service, the FCC in August 
suggested limitations in power and 
antenna height, and a table of as- 
signments as the method of allocat- 
ing stations. 

A California broadcaster. Pacific 
FM, Inc., also urged the FCC to 
preserve the strength of existing 
FM stations, already having hard 
sledding in competition with the 
AM service. AM stations in the 
San Francisco Bay area average 
$38.63 time charge per minute, 
while FM stations average only 
$11.64, it was pointed out. 
Would Affect Many 

The NAB said that several hun- 
dred stations would be affected by 
the proposed power and antenna 
ceilings, among them some of the 
FM pioneers. These stations should 
be allowed to retain their present

Stereo Radio Comes 
To San Antonio on 
2-a-Day Schedule 

SAN ANTONIO— Stereo radio 
came to San Antonio last month 
when KEEZ-FM began five hours 
of stereo broadcasts each day, 
from 2 to 5 p.m. and from 7 to 
9 p.m. 

According to Charles W. Bal- 
thrope, president of KEEZ, this 
station will be the only one in the 
city with stereo broadcasts. Stereo 
broadcasting has already started 
in Dallas, Houston and Austin. 

Conversion to stereo broadcast- 
ing is part of the e.vpansion pro- 
gram of KEEX, which will be on 
the air with four times its present 
power before the first of the year.

material. "Whenever a record falt- 
ers, off It comes. Our music list 
turns over a lot faster now," Taylor 
said. 

Still unchanged, however, is 
WLS's policy that a record has to do 
something, somewhere, before it's 
played. Seldom will the station go 
out on a limb with a brand-new 
record. WLS has made a reputation 
playing the bits, and it doesn't 
intend to change now. 

In contrast, WYNR has glad- 
dened many a promotion man's 
heart by hopping on anything and 
everything new that it thinks worth- 
while. To a lesser degree, so has 
WIND. What it all adds up to, 
however, is one more station in 
the city pushing singles and no 
one in the record trade is sorry 
about that. 

MGM Offers Open 
'Kildare' Interview 

NEW YORK— An open-end in- 
terview with Richard Chamberlain, 
whose "Love Me Tender" single 
is currently riding the charts and 
who is seen weekly as TV's "Dr. 
Kildare," is being circulated to 
radio stations by MGM Records in 
a tie-in with Look magazine. 

Look's November 20 issue fea- 
tures a six-page picture story on 
Chamberlain. The magazine is also 
preparing special window cards for 
record shops plugging the article 
and the radio interview. A copy of 
the record is being included in the 
promotion kit sent to radio stations. 



Puss Good Word 
On Broadcasiing, 
Says Leroy Collins 

DALLAS — Leroy Collins, presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
Broadcasters, speaking at the recent 
Broadcasters Promotion Association 
Convention held at Holiday Inn 
here, advised radio and television 
executives to "tell the good story 
of broadcasting." 

"For example," he said, "tell the 
good story of the development of 
our NAB Codes of Good Practice. 
It has often been said that the 
codes are our greatest bulwark of 
protection against government in- 
tervention. There is doubtless truth 
in this, but our interest in the codes 
is by no means merely defensive. 
We need them for the basic reason 
that we can be better broadcasters 
under them." 

Another phase of the industry 
which he advised the guests to 
make public is the story of the 
growing technology and acceptance 
of broadcasting. 

"No industry in our nation's his- 
tory," Collins said, "has won such 
rapid and extensive acceptance with 
the American people as has broad- 
casting. . . . We now have more 
homes with radio and television 
than we do with indoor plumbing. 
. . . We will doubtless see the time 
when one would no more think 
of stepping outdoors without his 
tiny portable radio-TV receiver 
than without a watch or wallet or 
pen." . 

He hit at those broadcasters 
whose philosophy is "don't make 
trouble, or if you must make trou- 
ble, make the sort of trouble that's 
expected." 

"This is no role for the broad- 
caster to play, especially at this 
time," he said. "Our nation — our 
communities— cry for more uncom- 
mon men as broadcasters, men with 
the vision to see wrongs and the 
courage to help right them."

power levels and antenna heights 
under any new allocations plan by 
special "grandfather" exemptions. 
NAB reminded the agency that un- 
der past FCC policy, the FM sta- 
tions were encouraged to operate 
with high power. 

A cultural as well as a broadcast- 
ing blackout could result from cut- 
backs in power where existing met- 
ropolitan FM's serve surrounding 
rural areas, said Pacific FM. Many 
people in outlying suburban and 
rural areas which would no longer 
be reached by city-based stations 
would miss the cultural fare pro- 
vided by the metropolitan FM serv- 
ice. Many of these college-trained 
listeners would be either in white 
areas, unserviced, or in locally 
serviced FM areas which would not 
be able to provide the variety of the 
metropolitan fare. 

A study of FM service out of 
Los Angeles reportediv found that 
out of the 19 FM stations there, a 
majority could not comply with 
the new power criteria proposed 
in the revamp of the FM service. 
Another bad side effect of the low- 
ered maximums for FM would be 
increased interference and poor re- 
ception, it was pointed out. Broad- 
casters urge an evidentiary hearing 
to thresh out all problems before 
the FCC goes ahead with rule-mak- 
ing for a reorganized FM service.

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liogton, Clement noted, "For 14 
years you've had a friend in the 
State House. I've worked for you 
here, in Meridian, Miss., in New 
Yoric and in Hollywood. And we 
love those folks on Broadway and 
in Hollywood, but I think you all 
ought to go out of here and serve 
notice on the governors of those 
other States that we'd like their 
help, too. I think we ought to acti- 
vate all the governors in the cause 
of country music." 

Clement then turned to Edwin 
W. Craig, president of WSM's par- 
ent company, and noted that Craig 
"is a great friend of country music 
and an old mandolin picker as well. 
He then presented Craig with a 
scroll, emblematic of the apprecia- 
tion of the station's people of his 
role in forwarding countr>' music. 
The scroll contained scores of 
signatures of artists and other func- 
tionaries. 

In accepting the scroll, Craig 
declared, "I'd rather be compliment- 
ed by the people who make coun- 
try music than by any other group 
in America. Craig also spoke of 
the contributions to country music 
of one of the earliest radio an- 
nouncers, George D. Hayes, from 
Memphis, who was a specialist in 
broadcasting folk music as long as 
38 years ago. Hayes eventually 
came to WSM. "He should be 
permanently memorialized," Craig 
said, "because he was the daddy 
who did it all." 

Later in a panel discussion held 
in WSM's studios, a number of 
points were raised and discussed 
on how to make country music a 
broader medium for the advertiser. 
Participating in this part of the 
program were moderator Bob 
Cooper, WSM station manager; 
Earl Hotze, of Gardner Advcrtis- 
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ing, St. Louis; A. O. Stinson, 
country show promoter; Bill Gal- 
lagher, marketing vice-president of 
Columbia Records, and Jerry 
Glaser, an executive of WENO, 
Nashville. 

In this discussion, it was claimed 
by Holtze that nobody really tries 
to sell country music to advertisers, 
although It's a proved medium. 
Galla^er added that advertisers 
should take note that country music 
is now pop music all the way. 

In another exchange, Glaser at- 
tacked the disk jockey who runs 
into the station five minutes before 
airtime, "^abs up a stack of rec- 
ords and hits the air w ith no thought 
or planning." This hurts countfy 
music as much is anything, be 
said. 

WSM's Ralph Emery chaired a 
deejay panel consisting of Smokey 
Smith of KWKY, Des Moines; Bob 
Station, of CKLW, Windsor, Ont.; 
Bill Mack, KENS, San Antonio, 



and Ray Kinnamon, WIZE, New j series of trade paper awards wei» 
Atlanta country music station. presented. At press time vut 
Mack declared that in selling I hordes descended on the Andrew 



country music as an ad medium, 
"Don't go out and say it's coimtry 
music, but you'll like it; tell them 
it's country music and we know 
you'll like it." As an example of 
how country music sells, he cited 
that a country and western show in 
San Antonio drew an overflow 
house of 13,000 while a rock and 
roll troupe drew 700 the same 
week. 

Kinnamon singled out for attack 
"those cotton-pickin' Madison 
Avenue agencies that just don't 
know the score. Do we have to de- 
velop snob appeal and dress up in 
white tie and tails to convince 
these nuts?" he asked. "I'm sick 
and tired of seeing country au- 
diences pictured as idiots. They're 
not idiots," he added. 

Kinnamon also noted that coun- 
try music has a big audience that 
can't always be measured by the 
rating services. "How can they j 
possibly measure the listing of fac- 
tory workers, grease monkeys, taxi 
drivers or filling station operators?" i 
he asked. '

organizations also on the rolls. 

Nelson cited one growth area of 
country music by <fuoting from a 
CMA survey of radio and TV sta- 
tion usage of country music. 

'There are 23 more radio sta- 
tions now programming country 
music full time than there were 
last year," Nelson said. "We've 
made a strong impression in this 
field. In our latest TV survey, we 
got a 50 per cent response out of 
the 600 staitons who got our ques- 
tionnaires. We found that 70 are 
now using live country talent, 32 
are using country film material, 28 
more are using a combination of 
both and 83 are using gospel ma- 
terial. 

"We feel we are making gains 
in the TV field, too, but these gains 
can be even bigger. The CMA 
should make a full-scale invasion 
of the TV field its No. 1 objective 
in the coming year. 

Key Accomplisbnents 
Among other key accomplish- 
ments. Nelson listed the increasing 
acceptance on the part of radio and 
TV advertisers of country music as 
a salable showcase for their prod- 
ucts. Such firms as Armour, Ford 
and Lipton, among others, have all 
discovered this. Nelson said. 

Other moves forward listed by 
Nelson included the "Grand Ole 
Opry" troupe's appearance last De- 
cember in New York's Carnegie 
Hall, with the entire bill footed by 
WSM; the performance of another 
country artist group at a radio in- 
dustry trade meeting in New York 
last February; a Hollywood Bowl 
Country Music Concert last June, 
featuring a Johnny Cash troupe, 
and the increased demand for 
country talent on the Las Vegas 
scene. (Four clubs in that city are 
now employing country talent al- 
most exclusively. Nelson said.) 

On another front. Nelson pointed 
to the problem of the neophyte

"CMA looked into this and got i 
in touch with such show business' 
unions as SAG, AFTRA and 
AGVA, and found that the same 
problem plagues everybody," Nel- 
son continued. "Yet little has ever 
been accomplished in the field of 
legislation. Our attorney, Dick 
Frank, has scheduled a meeting in 
Washington for early next year, 
with attorneys for all these trade 
groups, in order to try to prepare 
legislation that will protect and 
that can be passed. This is a sorely j 
needed measure and if it should 
come about, CMA can claim credit 
for it all." 

Nelson expressed thanks to Sen- 
ators Kefauver (D., Tenn.) and 
Pastore (D., R. I.) for their assist- 
ance in getting Senate passage of 
a resolution proclaiming National 
Country Music Week; briefly 
broached plans, now in the forma- 
tive stage, for a Country Music 
Hall of Fame building, to house 
the Hall of Fame itself and its 
plaques, as well as a Country Mu- 
sic Museum and CMA offices, and 
concluded: "In the words of our 
friend, Simon Crum, country music 
is here to stay." 

Importance was also attached to 
the opening of new avenues of 
revenue in addition to annual dues 
and receipts from the annual ban- 
quet for CMA to carry on its pro- 
grams. Former President Connie B. 
Gay suggested that members con-

Fried said that negotiations are 
under way to bring additional folk 
tulcnt to the two labels. 

Discussing the Mercury-Philips 
folk effort. Fried said that the con- 
cept will be to cover all phases of

NEW YORK— Minnesota Mining 
and Manufacturing Company intro- 
duced its much discussed 3-M Re- 
vere stereo tape cartridge system 
here last week. Presentation was 
made to a large audience of press 
people in La Loire Suite of the 
new Americana Hotel Wednesday 
(7). 

The new unit makes possible un- 
interrupted playback of 15 hours of 
music through a special well-stack- 
ing device which permits the auto- 
matic use of 20 cartridges. The 
new, specially prepared tape is 
only one-seventh of an inch in 
width and plays at the ultra-slow 
(feed of IVs inches per second. 

In his remarks, W. W. Wetzel, 
vice-president of 3-M Magnetic 
Products Division, called the new 
(tyle tape "the biggest tape break- 
through since the introduction by 
3-M of videotape six years ago." 
The tape has a far better signal-to- 
noise ratio than most others and is 
tensilized and bonded with a spe- 
oal polyester base, according to 
Wetzel. 

The tame tape in conventional 
widths and lengths is being made 
available to professional users, he 
added.

The new recorders will carr>' a 
suggested list price of $4S0, ac- 
cording to H. D. Boyd, Revere pro- 
ject manager in charge of market- 
ing the unit. Prerecorded car- 
tridges, to be made available out 
of the Columbia Records catalog, 
will sell for $8.9S for pop and 
classical, and $9.95 for original 
cast show albums.

Be- 
yond this, it's expected that the 
stores themselves will advertise lo- 
cally and will send out direct mail 
campaigns.

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Phono Sales 
Rose in Sept., 
Survey Shows 

WASHINGTON — September 
sales of phonographs at both dis- 
tributor and factory levels climbed 
well over the record August totals, 
according to sur\'cy statistics by 
the Electronics Industries Associa- 
tion (ElA). 

Mono phono sales were up 
more than 55,000 units at the 
distributor level while stereo phono 
sales moved up 126,000 units. At 
the factory level more than 
300.000 mono sets moved out, 
while just less than 200.000 more 
mono sets were sold in September 
as compared to August. These 
sales include radio-phono com- 
binations. 

Cumulative 1962 factory sales 
were 781,072 monaurals, compared 
with 662,946 sold last year, and 
2,226,515 stereos, compared with 
1,877,624 in 1961.

when he signed with what was a rarity in th« 
business in those days, an indie label, Icnown ai 
Armour Records. 

This was during Colc'i jazz period when he 
played piano and sang with his combo, during 
which time the Chicago-bom artist was much 
under the influence of the great Earl (Fatha) Mines. 

"He was my idol," Cole says, but Nat Cole is 
one artist who is never left behind when the scene 
changes in the business. Even now, he's planning 
new conquests in other fields. 

Wants Anottaei Hit 

"Sure, I want another hit record, and I'll be 
trying hard with 'Dear Lonely Hearts' and 'Who's 
Next in Line'," he said. "But you'll notice that 
neither one of them is a copy of 'Ramblin' Rose." 
I never tried to follow 'Natura Boy' with a copy 
either. If an artist think he's found the right formu- 
la with one hit, he's mistaken. Copying is just a 
blind alley. You've got to be fresh and new each 
time out." 

Cole's plans for diversification are just as up to 
date as a new hit record. 

"Yes, I'm still in the publishing business, but 



there's more. I've got to have a place to put the 
songs in my firms. Comet (ASCAP) and Sweco 
and Tri-Part (both BMl), so I've started a record 
company. No, I'm not going to put myself on the 
label. I. like Capitol too much and I've got a long- 
term contract. 

"But I want to make something of that label. 
Matter of fact, I've turned a.&r. man. I've always 
wanted a protege and I think maybe I've got one 
now in loe Bailey, a kid I discovered here in New 
York. I'm recording an album with him next week. 
After we finish the recording, I'm going to go out 
and slump lor him and talk him up with the disk 
jockeys. 

"I've also got a producing company going for 
me now. It's called Kal-Colc Productions and it's 
set up to make movies, television film shows and 
even live concerts. Ike Jones is my man on this 
scene and the firm produced my concerts last 
suinmer. 

"I don't know how well I'll do with all this. But 
you can bet I'll keep trying hard. I couldn't stand 
just sitting back and resting. Thai's no way to keep 
the wheels turning."

Admiral Sues 
10 Firms in 
Patent Beef 

CHICAGO — Admiral Cor- 
poration and its Canadian sub- 
sidiar>' filed simultaneous com- 
plaints against 10 American and 
Canadian companies charging in- 
fringement of record changer 
patents. 

The U. S. companies named 
were: Montgomery Ward and Com- 
pany, Magnavox' Company, BSR 
(U. S. A.) Limited. Garrard Sales 
Corporation, British Industries Cor- 
poration and Avnet Electronics. 

The suits were filed in V. S. Dis- 
trict Courts in Chicago: Fort 
Wayne, Ind., and New York. Ac- 
cording is William S. Baltz, vice- 
president and general counsel. Ad- 
miral is seeking a permanent in- 
junction and substantial monetary 
indemnity. 

Admiral alleges that the Ameri- 
can firms have been and still are 
infringing patents covering the fol- 
lowing automatic record changer 
improvements: a mechanism that 
starts the record change cycle, two 
special spindle adapters permitting 
the automatic playing of 45 r.p.m. 
records, a device that enables one 
to remove a stack of played records 
without removing the spindle, a 
device that permits the playing of 
different size records of the same 
speed, and a special mounting for 
a record changer turntable. 

The suits filed against the Cana- 
dian manufacturers pertain to four 
Canadian patents covering the 
spindle adapters, the device that 
permits the removal of a stack of 
played records without removing 
the spindle, and the system for play- 
ing different size records of the 
same speed. 

Last year, Admiral filed a suit 
against Sears, Roebuck and Com- 
pany, charging infringement of four 
patents pertaining to a television 
remote control system and auto- 
matic record changers. The suit 
was settled out of court.

what the LP record was to disks." 
he said, going on to detail the 
nature of the package for the car- 
tridge product. He said the over- 
sized package made the cartridge 
less "pilfer prone." 

In an introductory statement, 
Burt Cross, executive vice-president 
of 3-M, declared the new unit to 
be "one of the most significant new ' 
products in the home entertain- 
ment field."

Overseas Ability to Pay Up, 
So Are Figures on U. S. Export 



By AARON STERNFIELD 

NEW YORK— United States ex- 
ports of music machines and coin- 
operated games are running sub- 
stantially ahead of last year. Latest 
figures released by the U. S. De- 
partment of Commerce — for Au- 
gust — show total exports of $2,- 
072,207, compared with $1,412,698 
for August, 1961. 

As was the case a year ago, 
amusement machines account for 
slightly less than half the total, with 
the number of unit shipments vir- 
tually unchanged — from 2,849 to 
2,873. 

However, the dollar value of 
game shipments increased from 
$72,727 to $926,988, reflecting the 
overseas demand for newer games 
in better condition, and also reflect- 
ing the ability of overseas buyers 
to pay more for first-rate equip- 
ment. ^ *^ 
Prime Locations 

Despite the increased activity on 
the part of European juke box man- 
ufacturers, the demand for the 
U. S. product is increasing. The 
old saw that overseas operators in- 
sist on new American machines for 
their prime locations Is borne but 
by the statistics. A year ago, for- 
eign operators and distributors 
bought 831 new juke boxes worth 



$547,548 in August. For the same 
month in 1962, they bought 1,356 
juke boxes valued at $943,306. 

While foreign coinmen spent 
more for used juke boxes in Au- 
gust, 1962, than they did the pre- 
vious August (210,913 to $135,- 
423), prices for used juke boxes 
have actually decreased. In Au- 
gust, 1960, some 463 pieces valued 
at an average of $292.49 each were 
shipped. In August, 1961, some 
754 pieces valued at an average of 
$267.79 each were shipped. 

Probable reason for the drop in 
value of used juke boxes is the 
growth of domestic music machine 
manufacturing in Europe. When a 
top location is involved, the over- 
seas operator generally will go for 
a new U. S. box. But when a sec- 
ondary location is involved, he is 
more apt to buy an inexpensive 
new model of domestic manufac- 
ture than spend the same amount 
in a used U. S. machine. 
Game Situalion 

In games, the operator doesn't 
have that option. Virtually every- 
thing he operates is of U. S. manu- 
facture. With the exception of the 
soccer-type games, no serious at- 
tempt has been made by an over- 
seas manufacturer to compete with 
the U. S. amusement game pro- 
ducers. And it seems unlikely that 



any such attempt will be made in 
the foreseeable future. American 
technology in electronic game cir- 
cuitry is just too far advanced. 

Belgium was the U. S.'s best cus- 
tomer for August, with purchases 
of $453,510, most of it in juke 
boxes. The Belgians bought 366 
new music machines (valued at 
$275,711) and 391 used pieces 
(valued at $96,055) as against 
only 273 games of all types 
(valued at $81,744). Belgium was 
the biggest purchaser of used juke 
boxes and second only to Germany 
in new juke box expenditures. 

West Germany's total purchases 
of $442,500 were only a shade 
behind Belgium's. The bulk of this 
was accounted for by new juke box 
purchases— 478 units valued at 
$293,136. The Germans bought 
only 27 used juke boxes, valued at 
$9,015. 

Buying Paltern 

Germany is probably the most 
dramatic example of the overseas 
juke box buying pattern — new 
U. S. machines for top-earning stops 
and new domestic machines for the 
rest. 

Leading market for U. S. games 
in August was the United King- 
dom. The British bought 772 
(Cojiiinued on page 58)

Tax \iKnvilitt Umler Swiss Op fire 

ZURICH — The Swiss coin machine trade organization. Asso- 
ciation de la Branche Suisse des Automates, is opening a 
drive for reduction of federal and cantonal taxes and license 
fees on juke boxes. The ASA claims the fees duplicate and 
overlap and discriminate against the trade. The ASA is also 
seeking to place taxes and fees on a national basis to remove 
inequities in the tax structure. Taxes and fees arc now levied 
on a cantonal basis as well as locally. The average operator 
pays around $30 annually, all told. 

Monaco Lowers Customs Boom 

PARIS — France is beginning the collection of custom duties 
on coin machines imported into Monaco from West Germany 
and other countries through France. Heretofore, equipment has 
been permitted customs-free transit through France. However, 
General de Gaulle has now lowered the full French customs 
curtain over Monaco as a result of his row with Prince Rainier 
over what de Gaulle claims are abuses of the tax haven status 
France has permitted It to enjoy. It means that Monaco's 
operators will have to pay an average of 15 per cent higher 
prices for ron-French equipment. It is expected that Mone- 
gasque importers will try to beat the ban by organizing sea 
deliveries through the "port" of Monte Carlo, which is beyond 
the French Customs reach. 

English Bookies Don'1 Like the Odds 

LONDON — British bookmakers are mounting a campaign 
for the imposition of the same taxes on fruit machines as is now 
levied on betting shops. The bookmakers' association contends 
that it is illogical and discriminatory to tax them and exempt 
the fruits, which, the bookmakers' view, would produce more 
tax revenue than the betting shops. The bookmakers' group has 
proposed to the British Treasury an annual tax on fruits of 
$150 per machine. Fruit tax prodceeds would be used to 
provide public recreation facilities, including athletic arenas 
and swimming pools. The bookmakers complain that clubs, 
which are permitted to operate fruit machines, are in direct 
competition with the betting shops. 

fast Germans on Castro Music iog 

EAST GERMANY — East German juke boxes have gone 
on a jag of Cuban music, product of the Communist block 
camaraderie with Fidel Castro. Of the 40 selections offered by 
most East German machines, 25 to 30 are Cuban disks. Once 
banned as "decadent," Latin dances are now all the rage in East 
Germany, thanks to Castro. 

Stay Within the Law, Bingo Ops Urged 

BRUSSELS — The Belgian trade association, tlie U.B.A., is 
striving to rescue bingos from judicial oblivion by putting pres- 
sure on operators and locations to comply with gaming laws. 
The trade association contends that it is not the bingo machine 
per se that is at fault but operating policy. In co-operation

Shuffle Alley 

CHICAGO — Up to six players 
can play any one of seven games 
in United's new Lancer shuffle al- 
ley. Each player can pick an "easy" 
or "normal" strike with button con- 
trol. 

_ Games include: Dual flash scor- 
ing, giving a player a top score of 
y60. Strikes score 30-40-50-60-80 
spares 20-30-40-50-60. If a strike 
is missed, flashing lights permit the 
player to pick up a 60 spare value.

Old Problems

experience we gained in the old 
program — there are a lot of old 
problems that we won't have to 
solve again," Casola said. 

Among distributor ranks. Bob 
Slifer, head of the National Coin 
Machine Distributor Association, 
will be invited to ser\'e as will other 
members from the group. 

Casola said that a representaliv* 



from every juke and amusement 
game manufacturing firm will also 
be asked to serve on the committee. 

Commenting on the code of 
ethics, Casola said that MOA mem- 
bers will be furnished slickers 
showing they subscribe. 

"It's not enough to have a code 
of ethics," he said. ' The public 
must be informed about it. We plan 
to have a press conference an- 
nouncing this entire project. We 
also plan to circulate our code to 
law enforcement officials around 
the country. The whole point is to 
let people know that the coin ma- 
chine industry has set up an ap- 
proved code of practices and that 
certain operators do subscribe." 

Casola said he also hopes to 
make locations conscious of the 
seal. 

Discussing the March of Dimes 
and Toys for Tots projects, Casola 
said they had proved to be an un- 
qualified success in the Northern 
llinois area.

Wurlitzer Bid in 
Europe at 2 Levels 



By OMER ANDERSON 

HAMBURG— WurUtzer's bid for 
a share of tlie European music ma 
chine marliet is being made at two 
levels. The company is shipping 
the U. S.-made product for pres- 
tige Icxrations and is hitting the 
bread-aad-buttcr locations with its 
German-made Lyric. 

WurUtzer's experimentation is 
novel in several respects. It is the 
first American company to design 
and place in production a machine 
specifically for the European mar- 
ket. It is also the first American 
firm to build its own production 
plant overseas. And it is the only 
U. S. firm both shipping its U. S. 
model to Europe completely as- 
sembled and ready for play, 'while 
simultaneously building a complete- 
ly different machine for the Eu- 
ropean market in its own plant in 
Europe. 

The Wurlitzer experiment is still 
jiist thai. Progress lo date, while 
encouraging, remains inconclusive. 
Wurlitzers strategy' aims at captur- 
ing the best of both phonograph 
market worlds, and if this strategy 
succeeds it will score a double- 
barrelled success. 

LIvomo Model 

Meantime Wurlitzer is not only 
shipping the U. S. model to Europe 
ready to play and manufacturing a 
Continental economy machine, it is 
also permitting the U. S. Wurlitzer 
to be produced in Italy (at Liverno 
by Nolomat) under license. This 
means that when the European 



Common Market materializes, the 
"Made in U. S. A." Wurlitzer will 
be put in direct competition with 
the "Made in U. S. A. but assem 
bled in Livomo" model. 

Wurlitzer is pressing organization 
of an effective distributor network 
in West Germany, to be followed 
by the organization of a strong 
Common Market sales set-up. WuT' 
litzer is operating through two or- 
ganizations, Deutsche Wurlitzer 
GmgH, with headquarters at Huell- 
horst, and outside Germany through 
Wurlitzer Overseas AG, at Zug, 
Switzerland. 

Deutsche Wurlitzer, headed by 
Dr. Wilhelm Foelkel, is primarily 
a manufacturing, engineering and 
development company. The Zug 
company, headed by Hans Schei- 
degger, is Wurlitzer's sales arm for 
the Continent and the Middle East. 

Erich Schneider is the exclusive 
West German general importer for 
Made in U. S. A. Wurlitzer. 

The Wurlitzer formula contrasts 
not only with Seeburg's sole reliance 
on its U. S.-built machines, but 
also with the local assembly prac- 
tice of Rock-Ola and AMI. None 
is offering its own economy ma- 
chine specifiealy designed and en- 
gineered for the European market, 
although Canteen Corporation of 
America has continued production 
of the Tonomat Teleramic since 
acquiring the Tonomat plant near 
Frankfurt. 

Teleramic is sold separately from 
AMI and is not identified as being 
a Rowe-AMI product. 



Pennsylvania Group Joins MOA 



CHICAGO — The powerful 
Amusement Machine Operators 
Association of Pennsylvania put its 
support solidly behind Music Op- 
erators of America and voted to 
enroll its full membership auto- 
matically in the national associa- 
tion. 

In a vote taken at the group's 
monthly meeting in Harrisburg, 
Pa., recently, it was unanimously 
decided that "any AMOA member 
who is not a member of MOA 
will automatically be enrolled in 
the national association without an 
increase in dues." 

The move is a big plus for 
MOA and represents its first big 
breakthrough on the State level. 
MOA agreed on a program of en- 
rolling State association members 
in the national association at its 
recent directors meeting at the 
Morrison Hotel here. 

Precedent Established 

Of necessity however, the pro- 
gram requires the full co-operation 
of the various State groups, and 
the Pennsylvania association's vote 
is the first such taken. 

The move is also a vote of 
confidence in MOA's new manag- 



ing director, Robert H, Blundred, 
who made a personal appearance 
at the association meeting to push 
for members. 

Samuel Daub, president of the 
Pennsylvania group, said the en- 
rollment in MOA will be accom- 
plished by combining dues for both 
organizations in the one payment 
to the State group. 

Daub said the procedure would 
not only increase MOA members 
but would help strengthen the 
State group as well. 

"The pattern we have worked 
out here in Pennsylvania can very 
well be used in other parts of the 
country to build stronger associa- 
tions for our industr)'," Daub said. 
Annual Meeting 

Other decisions made at the 
Pennsylvania meeting include the 
approval of a banquet and annual 
meeting to be held in the near 
future and the presentation of the 
association's annual awards for 
public relations and outstanding 
industry service. 

The public relations award is to 
"any operator in the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania active in 
the coin machine industry who 
takes a practical role or makes 



some newsworthy contribution in 
some civic, religious, welfare or 
charitable endeavor. Membership 
in AMOA is not a prerequisite. 

Eligible recipients are selected 
by their fellow coin machine men 
in their respective areas. Final 
decision is made by AMOA's board 
of du'ectors. 

AMOA Awards 

In the outstanding industry con- 
tribution categor)', AMOA gives 
two awards — one to a Pennsylvania 
coin machine operator, and one to 
a Pennsylvania manufacturer, dis- 
tributor, jobber or member of a 
related field. 

Eligible persons are selected by 
AMOA members by ballot. Persons 
receiving the highest number of 
votes are declared winners. 

Commenting further on the move 
to have members join the national 
association. Daub said, "It is about 
time that every operator and others 
in the industry realized the im- 
portance of the work done by 
MOA and support the organization 
to the hilt. 

"We in AMOA are proud to 
have taken this step to show our 
faith in the national association 
working in our behalf."

Wichita Judge Calls Pinball Units 
Of Multiple Play 'Gambling Devices' 



TOPEKA, Kan. — Kansas amuse- 
ment company operators took it on 
the chin again last week when 
a District Court judge in Wichita 
ruled that multiple play pinball ma- 
chines are gambling devices. 

However, Judge William C. 
Kandt issued no poinion on 
whether mere possession of the ma- 
chines is a violation of State gam- 
bling statutes. Possession was not 
a question, Judge Kandt ruled. 

The judge made his findings 
after Wichita city attorneys ap- 
pealed two police court decisions 
to his court. 

Increasing pressure has been di- 
rected against the pinball machines 
recently by the Kansas attorney 
general's office. 

Police Probes 

Thirteen Topckans were arrested 
rtcently and charged with misde- 
meanor gambling offenses after 
Topeka city police conducted in- 
vestigations and allegedly caught

tavern and bowling alley operators 
"paying ofr' on the machines. 

The investigations in Topeka 
were pushed by the attorney gen- 
eral, who obtained a list of Kan- 
sans holding federal gambling 
stamps from federal income tax 
agents and relayed the information 
to 42 county attorneys. 

A letter asking the county attor- 
neys "to investigate" was included 
with the listed location of federal 
stamps. Robert Browil, attorney 
of Shawnee Count)', in which To- 
peka is located, promptly passed 
his list on to Topeka police who 
made the investigations. 

Machines Stored 

Local police also seized seven of 
the machines and stored them in a 
warehouse here. 

Questioned about the arrests in 
Topeka and the lists mailed to 
attorneys, an assistant attorney gen- 
eral denied it was part of a State- , 
wide crackdown on the pinball 
machines. 

He called it ". . . routine proce- 
dure — done every six months or 
so." 

William Ferguson, the State at- 
torney general, has pointed out that 
possession of gambling devices is 
not an offense under Kansas law. 

"It is only their use for gambling 
that is prohibited," he said. 

In the case of the Topeka ma- 
chine seizures, officers alleged they 
witnessed or received payoffs in 
mone)'.

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CHICAGO — Such wiggly de- 
lights as snakes, bugs, beetles, liz- 
ards and spider have been respon- 
sible for an unprecedented boom in 
dime capsule vending giving the 
bulk vending industry the best year 
in its history. 

That's the opinion of Jack Nel- 
son, Logan Distributing Company, 
Chicago, and Bcrnie Bitterman, 
Bitterman & Son, Kansas City, Mo., 
two of the nation's largest bulk 
vending outlets. 

Bitterman noted that dime vend- 
ing is up more than 100 per cent 
in the last year. Nelson says it's 
more like a thousand per cent. 
Both agree on' one thing — the in- 
dustry is enjoying its finest year 
and that the dime capsule has 
pulled the nickel and penny vend- 
ing items right up with it. 

Estimates for increase in the lat- 
ter categories — though more modest 
— are siill impressive. Both men 
agree that nickel items are up from 
20 to .10 per cent, penny items from 
10 to 15 per cent. 

Adult Market 

It all started in the latter part 
of 1961. Nickel capsules had been 
selling well for some 10 years. 
But in 1961 the wiggly animals put 
in their appearance and dime cap- 
sules became an immediate hit — 
not only with kids but with adults. 
The adult market, in fact, is what 
Nelson feels accounts for the big 
bulk vending boom.

Guggenheim

NEW YORK— Bob Guggenheim, 
president of Karl Ouggcnheim, Inc., 
returned this week from a three- 
week trip to Japan and Hong 
Kong.

Bitterman and Nelson feel the 
bulk industry can look forward to 
more and more dime items. Both 
feel that this is the key to keeping 
bulk vending going.

of Mis.souri, where a recent crack 
down has resulted in distributors 
being assessed for taxes that the 
operators should have paid. 

Basically, here's how the Mis- 
souri situation ii today: The State 
has a 2 per cent retail sales tax (on 
gross sales). Each retailer is re- 
quired to register for a Slate sales 
tax number which then becomes 
his identification for bookeeping 
purposes. 

Small retailers, however (and 
here the definition is somewhat 
hazy), are given the option of not 
registering for a tax number but 
paying a tax on cost to the dis- 
tributors. 

Sales Tax Number 

Thus, when an operator buys 
merchandise, he either has to show 
a sales tax number (indicating he 
will pay his own tax on gross sales 
later) or pay a tax on cost to the 
distributor at the time be makes 
his purchase. 

The problem is that many oper- 
ators have avoided paying any tax 
by as.suring the distributors, "sure 
we've got a sales lax number," 
when, in fact, they weren't regis- 
tered.

days ago his books were audited 
by the State and he was forced to 
pay tax for every operator pur- 
chase that wasn't in fact supported 
by a sales tax registration. It turned 
out that many of the operators who 
had been assuring him they were 
registered, were not, and Bitterman 
was charged with the tax.

FRANKFURT— About 70 per 
cent of West German bulk vending 
is concentrated in ball gum ma- 
chines, according to a trade survey 
of 50 bulk vending operations in 
Frankfurt, Munich, Dusseldorf and 
Hamburg, 

The 50 operators average only 
15 machines each. Bulk is concen- 
trated in cither ball gum and 
charm or straight ball gum units. 
The great majority of operators 
polled displayed little interest in 
extensive diversification. 

Most of the operators feel thev 
arc getting an adequate return on 
their investment, and that diversi- 
fication would run up their op- 
erating costs without producing 
significant additional return. 

The average German bulk op- 
erator, according to the poll, 
grosses 18 marks or $4.50 per 
machine before commissions. Mul- 
: tiple machine installation is still 
lagging far behind that in the U, S., 
with the average location grossing 
25 marks or $6,25. 
I Commissions range from 5 per 
cent to 15 per cent, the average 
being 12 per cent. Operators enjoy 
cordial relations wiih locations, 
and most of the equipment has 
been at the same location for three 
years and at many locations for as ; 
I long as five years. | 
At least 95 per cent of German 
I bulk machines take 10-pfcnnig (ll-i \ 
I cents) coins. The trade has met i 



overwhelming resistance in trying 
to raise the level to the 50 pfennig 
(12 cents) coin. 

Despite the trend toward batter\' 
Installations, 75 per cent of German 
locations have only one machine, 
and 12 per cent two machines.

Delivery came late last week, and 
hottest customers were the juke box 
boys. 

Despite a general soft collection 
picture, operators were buying at 
a steady pace. A look at Singer's 
sales showed that "Ride," by Dee 
Dee Sharp on Cameo was selling 
well to both juke box operators 
and stores. 

'Tektar" Still Strong 
"Tclstar," though not new, was 
still selling strong to the operators. 
Business on Mitch Miller's "Long- 
est Day" (Columbia) picked up fol- 
lowing the opening of the movie 
here last week. 

Other good sellers were "Lonely 
Bull," with the Tijuana Brass on 
A & M, and "Rainbow at Mid- 
night," with Jimniy Rodgers on 
Dot The Rodgers tune is done in 
the sauie .>t>Ie as his previous hit 
"Youll Never Know," which inci- 
dentally is still selling well to the 
coin machine trade. 

A check of one-stops and coin 
machine distributors indicates a 
general shortage of capital among 
operators. 

Bad Checks 

Indications include several one- 
stops reporting an increase in 
"NSF" (insufficient funds) checks 
and distributors reporting an in- 
crease in financing. 

Business is generally off this time 
of the year but it seems to be more 
severe now than usual. Operators 
are looking toward Thanksgiving 
as the turning point. A combina- 
tion of cold weather and holiday 
spirits — bottled or otherwise — is 
usually a good stimulus for the 
taverns. 

The Cuban situation, thou^ af- 
fecting business in some parts of 
the country, doesn't seem to be a 
factor here. At least operators doo't 
think it is. One Ing Northwest Side 
operator pointed out that with tlie 
exception of President Kennedy's 
five-minute Cuban speech of a 
couple of weeks ago, people were 
not listening to television any more 
than usual. 

Election Blues 

Speaking of television, however, 
operators literally lost a day due lo 
the elections last weelc. Taverns 
were closed during the day because 
of State law and the evening was 
devoted to the TV screen where all 
four major stations carried the re- 
turns deep into the night. 

An interesting commentary on 
the new phonograph models came 



from one operator who operates a 
string of machines on the Indiana 
tollway. 

Having installed a number of 
new Secburgs, the operator imme- 
diately reported collections up from 
20 to 100 per cent. "We usually 
expect a hike in collections when a 
new machines goes in, but this is 
very unusual." 

New Thinking 
The operator's remarks were par- 
ticularly interesting in that the 
comparatively high price tag on the 
Seeburg models has caused no little 
talk in the trade. Most operators 
agreed the machine was beautiful 
but wondered about the high cost. 
If the Indiana operator's experience 
is shared by others, some new 
thinking might develop. 

Operators also seem to be doing 
more stereo programming than be- 
fore, especially in the out-of-town 
spots. Fred Sipiora of Singer One- 
Stop notes that the Seeburg stereo 
packs — among others — arc steadily 
improving in sales. 

The radio station picture con- 
tinues bullish with WLS and 
WYNR knocking heads in creating 
more singles excitement than the 
city has seen in a long time. 
WYNR Gain 
Pulse figures released last week 
confirmed that WYNR has made a 
significant penetration of the local 
market (sec Chicago weekly market 
analysis in Music department). 

Though some of WYNR's ratings 
came at the expense of rocking- 
WLS, many tradesters feel the new

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Each Location a Separate Challenge 
To Denver Man's Little Black Books 



By BOB LATIMER 

DENVER — Dan Keys, partner with his brother 
Sam in operation of Apollo Music Company here, 
carries 200 small black pocket notebooks around 
wilh him in his car. The 20O 
^MmfJMPJB notebooks each represent a mu- 
sic programming problem on ons 
I I Apollo Music Company stop — 

I RmM ■ and they point up one of the 
I Programming I most elaborate, carefully de- 

I I tailed music-menu systems in use 

fe^^^^^ng in the Western States. 

Keys regards each of the 200 
itops involved as an entirely separate challenge, 
and never, despite the huge size of the Apollo 
•tring, does he attempt to make the musio menu 
which is profitable at one location do tha same 
job at onother. 

"It simply won't work," Keys said, "simply 
because two stops, only a block apart, art likely 
to attract an entirely varied type of clientele, 
with the result that it takes a music menu tailored 
to that location to get the desired play level." 

For an example of how dissimilar locations can 
be within the same city, Jack Hackctt, veteran 
Apollo mechanic, pointed to Lowry Air Force 
Base, in East Denver, the big military installation 
crammed w ith thousands of young Air Force serv- 
icemen, where the firm has a wide string of 
locations. 

Oddly enough, every one of these locations 
demands the programmmg of much jazz, simply 
because the airmen, from all over the United 
States, show a uniform preference for this. "It 
isn't Twist." Hackett said. "Twist music is more 
likely to go in places outside a military base where 
younger customers of the same type collect. So, 
we program jazz where young servicemen are 
concentrated and find that it always pays." 
Jazz Strong 

In niosi of the military locations, both on the 
Air Force Base and in a neighboring Army in- 
stallation of similar size. Keys puts as much as 
tme-third of the music menu into jazz. The play 
meter is the criterion, invariably demonstrating 
that this is what young servicemen will play, above 
Twist, above the Top-40, and old favorites. 

Conversely, the Colorado operator was the 
first in the Denver area to experiment with loading 
up the menu with old favorites, many of them 
classics, more than two years ago. ^4ow practically 
every Apollo Music Company spot spot shows a 
wide choice of such old favorites. 

"When in doubt, pick a song or instrumental 
which was popular 20 years ago," said Keyes. 



Some restaurants which cater to older people and 
families have as much as 80 per cent of the music 
menu in classics and old favorites, with the re- 
maining 20 per cent in the Top-40 bracket. 

The important thing. Keys believes, is the fact 
that he Is willing to study each location separately, 
and to plan the music menu to match. 
Location Visits 

It isn't unusual, as a matter of fact, for Keys 
to visit every stop every 90 days, and completely 
revise his programming as a result. Often, a loca- 
tion's characteristics will change sharply in the 
matter of a few months and what was good in 
January may not rin^ the bell at all in April. 

Understandably, in order to keep each of his 
notebooks full of facts on each spot. Keys must 
spend a lot of time in location survey. Fortunately, 
Keys is a bachelor (as is his brother-partner), which 
means he can put in apparently limitless amounts 
of time in the effort. 

At the location. Keys makes sure that the 
regular patrons Icnow that he owns the phonograph 
and amusement machines. He seeks their advice 
in selecting tha records. 

A bit of conservation along these lines will 
brin^ up the sort of Information which couldn't be 
got m any other way — such as a predilection for 
Viennese waltzes in a tavern where at first glance 
Twist music or at least the Top-40 tunes would 
seem ideal. 

Similarly, in an area which would appear to 
lean toward racial or foreign music, such as Den- 
ver's large Slavic suburb. Keys will find that 
taverngoers there are more interested in jazz 
or novelty numbers. 

It isn't surprising that the Apollo Music Com- 
pany partner, responsible for all programming, 
never repeats himself twice in any stop, and is 
careful to see that he is in the location often 
enough to make his notes valid. 

Record Changes 

Keys feels the average operator docs not change 
records often enough. In his case, he changes up 
to 10 records a machine each two weeks, about 
twice the normal turnover, and he buys records 
every day, listening critically to a dozen or so 
at a nearby one-stop. 

Many operators try to program a certain per- 
centage of the Top-40 or Top-20 old favorites. 
Westerns and novelties. Keys thinks that this 
system is thoroughly misleading. He simply goes 
by the notebook, selecting records for the col- 
lector, until he has what he feels is the right mix 
for the stop. 

"Programming is a one-man operation with us, 
and I guess I'm the man," Keys said.

to donate a day's juke box pro- 
ceeds to the charity. The effort re- 
ceived big local press coverage and 
the mayor of Rockford agreed to 
deposit the first dime of the day 
into a machine. 

The Rockford association re- 
ceived a certificate of merit from 
Basil O'Connor, national president 
of the polio foundation for its work. 

In the Toys for Tots project, the 
juke box operators gathered the 
toys and turned them over to the 
Marine Corps for rebuilding and 
distribution to charity. Again the 
operators received local acclaim. 
Little Notice 

Casola noted that the donation 
of juke boxes and games to local 
charities by associations was very 
prevalent but received little notice 
from the general public. 

He said tha Illinois Amusement 
Association gave from 10 to 15 
juke boxes each year. 

He noted an important part of 
this donation was the supplying of 
records and service as long as the 
charity had the machine. 

Service Pitfalls 

This is accomplished by individ- 
ual operators in the association tak- 
ing turns in making the donation 
and supplying records and service. 
Casola noted the worst thing to do 
was give a juke box and then no 
service or records. 

Casola said his association is al- 
ways willing to co-operate with any 
legitimate charity but asks that the 
charity (net the association) call 
the newspapers and ask them to 
send a reporter to witness the 
donation. 

The donation is made with a 
small attendant ceremony, usually 
with officials of the association and 
officials of the charity in attend- 
ance. 

Press Co-Operafes 

Casola said he had found that 
newspapers were usually receptive 
and willing to listen if the operators 
had something to say. 

"They'll give us a break if we're 
just honest and willing to talk to 
them. Too many operators are 
afraid to talk to the press," he said. 

He said he had been told by one 
newspaper editor that "you fellows 
(operators) don't realize that we 
(the newspapers) have nothing in 
our files but bad things about the 
coin machine industry. When 
something comes up, we have only 
the bad clips to refer to." 

Casola said it was important that 
the coin machine industry furnish 
the press with some favorable in- 
formation. "Even if they don't use 



it, it'll be placed in their morgues." 
Casola said. "Then when some 
news about the coin machines in- 
dustry does come up, the news- 
papers will have positive informa- 
tion in the files."

continue to pose larger problems 
for the industry. "States are con- 
tinually looking for new sources of 
revenue, and our industry is getting 
big enough to attract attention," one 
noted. 

Other distributors noted that in 
the past many operators and dis- 
tributors were able to get away with 
informal bookkeeping and filing 
practices because of the relatively 
small size of their industry. 

They agreed that this is no long- 
er the rule. The advent of chain 
store vending along with large mul- 
tiple-machine installations and 
mckel, dime and even quarter vend- 
ing machines has taken the bulk 
vending out of the penny category, 
they pointed out. 

Larger Routes 

These things have contributed to 
making bulk operators and dis- 
tributors a substantial factor in the 
small business category. Distribu- 
tors noted that a huge number of 
operators today have routes that 
cover more than one State and 
many even conduct business by 
mail throughout the country. 

Bitterman noted that as a good 
example, operators today are 
forced to take out such thmgs as 
property and liability insurance, 
generally demanded by the larger 
chain-owned locations. Years ago 
this was relatively scare, today 
it's a mandatory rule of business, 
be said.

Next best game market for the 
month was France, which is '^lill 
on somewhat of a buying spree 
since the relaxation of import re- 
strictions on coin machines. 

The French bought 452 games 
valued at $155,242, compared with 
only 30 new phonographs valued 
at $24,740 and no used phono- 
graphs. 

However, French purchases have 
dropped sharply in the last two 
months, particularly in juke boxes. 
In June the French bought 105 
new music machines valued at 
$85,657, and 1,126 games valued 
at $485,361. 

And while the August purchases 
are only about 60 per cent of the 
July purchases, France is still 
among the four leading buyers of 
U. S. coin machines.
